WISCONSIN TAXES 


' The La Follette-~Wheeler National com- 
'jnittee is sending out a leaflet headed 
"Taxes in "^Yisccrasin not any Higher than 
in other States." This campaign docu- 
ment is in reply to statements made by the 
Republican National committee to the ef- 
fect that taxes in "Wisconsin are high. 
•Various methods may be utilized to show 
that taxes are comparatively high or low. 
Some of them are of little value and oth- 
ers are principally designed to distort or 
misrepresent the facts. 


The Progressive party figures are based 


on the per capita tax. 
They profess to 


show that in 1923 the per capita tax in 
."Wisconsin was lower than in Michigan, 
Minnesota and Iowa. 
They admit that 


taxes were lower in Illinois. The figures 
for Indiana and Ohio are not given. 
Comparison of this character is of no real 
significance. 
The per capita tax. would 


naturally depend upon the extent to 
trhich public improvements were prose- 
cuted in the several states and upon va- 
ried community requirements. 
Neither 


is a tax rate in itself conclusive as to the 
burden of taxation. It all depends on 
what the money is used for and upon 
Trhat benefits accrue to the public. 


"When the various tax bills were pend- 


ing in the legislature at the last session 
the Post-Crescent compiled at great length 
statistics showing a comparison of taxes 
in cities of Wisconsin and a large num- 
ber of cities in other manufacturing 
states, including those contiguous to Wis- 
consin. All of the cities were selected at 
•random without any previous knowledge 
;of their local or state laser, and the in- 
•vestigation showed that taxes in Wiscon- 
sin were not only higher, but in some in- 
stances under the proposed shifting of 
taxes to industry, would be more than 
double those in neighboring states. 


The facts are that manufacturing in 


•Wisconsin is penalized in more ways than 
one by our tax laws. It has become dif- 
ficult to induce new capital to come into 
the state, some of our industries are 
building large branches out of the state 
'and are preparing to move their offices 
and eventually plants to other states. 
The publicity clause in the income tax re- 
turn law. which has not proved of the 
slightest benefit to the state, has also 
caused capital to give Wisconsin a wide 
•"berth. 
These are facts that alf~of the 


campaign sophistry and political dishon- 
esty in the world cannot cover up. 
If 


there is extravagance in other states that 
is no reason why we should have extrava- 
gance in Wisconsin in the use of the public 
funds. 
This extravagance is attested by 


the enormous increase in state expendi- 
tures in recent years, and by the further 
fact that we have accumulated a large 
surplus. The toll to politics in this state 
has been millions upon millions of dollars, 
and the tribute is moreover increasing by 
leaps and bounds. 


This newspaper has no interest in the 


game of politics as such. If the taxpay- 
er and producer of Wisconsin were to 
take the same attitude and consider state 
government as a business which ought to 
be conducted economically and efficiently, 
they would bring about a housecleaning 
at Madison to their lasting good in the 
shape of reduced taxes and the receiving 
of far more for the taxes they pay. This 
much is perfectly clear to any unpreju- 
'diccd observer, regardless of his politics 
fr political theories. 


SMITH IN NEW YORK 


Nevr York state is to be a great battle- 


ground in the presidential election. An 
altogether unique situation is presented 
by the re-nomination, of Governor Smith 
by tho Democratic party. Governor Smith 
did not want to run again. He made ev- 
ery effort to escape heading the state 
ticket, and was perfectly sincere in his 
position. 
But the exigencies of politics 


demanded that he sacrifice his personal 
wishes to the interests of his party. The 
Democrats virtually conceded to them- 
selves that they had no chance to carry 
New York unless Mr. Smith headed the 
ticket. 
He is one of tho most popular 


governors New York has ever had, and 
has given the state a praiseworthy ad- 
ministration. 


The Republicans have countered by 


nominating Col. Theodore Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of navy, as their candi- 
date for governor. Young Roosevelt has 
a good record in the administrative de- 
partment of the federal government, but 
his selection is obviously to capitalize in 
favor of the Republican party the pres- 
tige of his» father's name. 


Governor Smith should carry New York 


so far as the state ticket goes. 
Whether 


he can pull through the 'Democrat electors 
for Davis and Bryan is the question to 
be decided within the next thirty days. 
It will be a tremendous campaign. We 
should not be surprised to see Smith elect- 
ed and Coolidge and Dawes carry the 
state despite the strength given the Demo- 
cratic ticket by its influential governor.

Wish of Citizens !s Revealed At 


Hearing By Rate Commis- 


sion Monday 


Kaukauna—Just what decision the 


Wisconsin Rate commission will make 
relative to the rate for 
commercial 


«lectncity in the city of Kaukauna 
will not be known for some time al- 
though- a formal hearing of investiga- 
tion of the rates, rules and practices 
of the municipal electric department 
was conducted at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning in the 
council 
chambers. 


Commissioner A. R. MacDonald. for- 
merly a resident here, conducted the 
hearing:. G. C. Mathews. statistician, 
and & reporter were the only other 
i-i- o •>' 
M-*«*nt'ns the state commis- 


sion. Mayor C. B. Raught and J. O. 
Posson, superintendent of the electric 
and -water department, 
represented 


the city and were the only ones who 
took the floor during the 
meeting. 


About 20 Interested citizens were pres- 
ent but none accepted the invitation 
of Mr. MacDonald to give their opin- 
ions on the subject. 


"When asked as to the reason for the 


hearing1 Mr. Mathews explained there 
had been some complaints from this 
city but that the paramount reason 
for • conducting the Investigation was 
that Kaukauna was one of several 
cities whose records of the last few 
years had been examined by the com- 
mission and that an investigation had 
been deemed advisable. 


• 
OPPOSE REDUCTION 


The attitude of many citizens was 


clearly revealed when petitions from 
both sides of the river and signed by 
several hundred taxpayers were pre- 
sented to the commission before the 
meeting opened. The petitions asked 
the commission not to reauire a reduc- 
tion In rates at this time. It is ap- 
parent that the people who have been 
following' the development 
of 
the 


•utilities department and have noted 
its benefit to the community are heart- 
ily In favor of the present rate of 9 
cents per kilowat hour for commercial 
electricity. The city municipal build- 
ing and the municipal .'garage, the 
latter now under construction, have 
been created from the surplus earn- 
ings of the, department without a cent 
of cost to the taxpayers. 


Mr. Raught and Mr. Posson were 


questioned continually by Mr. Math- 
ews. It was revealed that the local 
department Is supplying more cur- 
rent than Its power plant can gener- 
ate.: The present power plant has a 
capacity of 2,000 kllowats while Us 
present load 
amounts 
to approxi- 


mately 2,900 kilowats, necessitating 
the purchase continually of several 
hundred kilowats from the "Wisconsin 
Traction, Light, Heat and Power Co. 
That was given SLS one point against 
the propsed reduction In rates. 


WANT POWER PLANT 


The thought was expressed that 


the purchase of a power plant should 
be made before rates are 
reduced. 


Effort has been made for 
several 


years to Interest the Green Bay Mis- 
sissippi and Canal Co.. who are pres- 
ent owners of the water power. In an 
additional Investment of approximate- 
ly $500,000 which would greatly In- 
crease Kaukauna's 
electrical power 


facilities and would give the city a 
•wonderful opportunity to offer power 
Inducements to new Industries locat- 
ing1 here. 


It was explained that a desirable 


contract, had practically been agreed 
upon with the company and the city 
but that all "negotiations have now 
been discontinued, pending the re- 
sults of the' findings of the commis- 
sion. 


Mr. 
Mathewg, " when 
questioned, 


following adjournment of the hearing 
declared It will be some time before a 
decision Is reached by the commis- 
sion. The body has several other'in- 
vestlgatlons on 
schedule, 
he ex- 


plained. It also'wlll be necessary, he 
said, to send a man to Kaukauna to 
go over detailed records and reports 
of the local electric department, rec- 
ords which could not easily be brought 
up at the hearing.

New York state college of agriculture 
at Ithaca says in pointing out that 
clover Is a most important crop In ro- 
tations. Without clover, he says, it is 
difficult and costly to keep the soil 
well supplied with nitrogen. 


"Clover and alfalfa," he adds, "are 


the. cheapest and probably the 
best 


source of protein for dairy cows. These 
legumes, he says, cut early and cured 
properly supply absolutely essential 
vitamins for cows. Legumes also pro- 
vide lime and phosphorus 'so necessary 
for milk production and for. the nor- 
mal development of a healthy calf." 
Abortion Is less likely to be prevalent 
among cows fed plenty of alfalfa anc: 
good clover hay. 


"Both of these crops need plenty 


of lime in the soil for fair growth 
Much of the southern and eastern 
parts of the state need from one to 
one and one half, and, on exception- 
ally sour soils, two tons of limestone, 
or Its equivalent, for red clover. Alf- 
alfa and sweet clover require even 
more. 


"Limestone may be apolie'l en fall- 


plowed land as soon as the fields arc 
dry enough to set rm them: It may be 
worked in while making the seedbed 
preparatory to drilling the 
spring 


jraln and clover seed. Burned or 
'lydratod lime may be applied after 
the soil is dry enough to stir, ana 
should be mixed with the soil very 
soon after spreading-. Any form of 
Ime should be mixed very thoroughly 
with the soil for the best results with 
either clover or alfalfa.

yield of corn tbto ywu- and lut. SYed 
Behllng. Darboy-rd. nys that h* fill- 
ed his silo 14 feet by 34 f<Mt. teat fall 
with ten acres of well ripened corn. 
and that ne cannot do the Job this 
fall with less than 20 acre*. Hlg corn 
is not glazed and should have at 
least one more week to aiature. 


On account of the possibility of 


frost, he commenced filling hU silo. 
Parts of Mr. Behllngs field w»e dara- 
asred by cutworms last spring and 
had to be replanted. Some fields of 
corn In the vicinity of Mr. Behtlnv's 
farm are better than his and many 
make a worse showing which goes to 
s/iow that his field to •omewhere near 
tho average. 


Of sugar beets, Sfr. BeMing said 


that on. low-land the crop la a total 
failure. The beets have either entire- 
ly disappeared or the root tips of the 
plants that have withstood the wet, 
cold -weather ahow signs of rot. He 
p'anted four acres on low-land. The 
plants got a good start but later were 
entirely drowned out. he has ten ac- 
res of beets on high land, however, 
that he expects will run ten ton« to 
the acre. 


Because the seeeon was late and 


'armors were anxious to get their 
seeding: done, they sowed their omal 
grain on high land and reserved their 
ow-land for sugar beets. While In a 
eason of average rainfall this woulc 
have been the wlss thing to do. It 
aused a light crop of beets thla sea- 
on. The only redeeming feature about 
he loss of the beet crop on lowlands 
s that no other crop could have done 
ny better than the beets did.
